A Document That Will Be Bead With 
General Interest by Sedalians 
a t This Time. 


T h e D 
e m o c r a t today presents to 
its readers, at some expense, the 
opinion rendered by Judge E. 
B. 
Adam s, of the United States court 
for the western district of Missouri, 
on O ctober 20, in the cas« of R e ­ 
ceiver W. A. Latimer, of the First 
National bank, against W. E. Bard, 
jr. , and other stockholders in the 
defunct 
institution. 
The

Cases Nos. 2127 to 2160 inclusive consoli­ 
dated. 
Adams, District Judge. 
T h e several cases, consolidated 
into this action, are brought by the 
plaintiff as receiver 
of the First 
National bank of Sedalia, against 
divers persons, stockholders of said 
bank, to recover the amount of an 
assessment made by the comptroller 
of the currency of 7 5 per cent of 
the stock held by them respectively. 
T h e defendants file a joint^answer, 
setting forth in effect that the stock 
held by them, 
upon which such 
•assessment was made, is part of a 
pretended increase of stock; that 
such increase was invalid and un­ 
lawful, for the reason, as alleged, 
that the whole amount of such in ­ 
crease was not paid in. 
It appears, 
by the answer, that 
the original capital of the bank was 
#100, 000; that 
on 
September 
6, 
1890, the shareholders by a vote of 
the owners of two thirds thereof re­ 
solved to increase the capital in the 
sum of #150/^00 so as to make it 
#250, 000 instead 
of 
#100, 000 as 
theretofore; 
that, 
subsequently, 
certificates for the 
increase were 
issued to the subscribers therefor; 
that, 
thereafter, 
on 
January 
17, 
1891, 
the comptroller of the cur­ 
rency of the 
United States duly 
certified that 
said 
bank had in ­ 
creased its capital in the sum of 
#150, 000 with his approval thereof, 
and further certified that the whole 
amount of such increase had been 
paid in. 
It further appears that the defend­ 
ants received the certificates, repre­ 
senting the stock subscribed and 
paid for by them prior to October 
25, 1890; that during the years 1891 
and 
1892, the defendants as such 
stockholders received dividends on 
fbeir stock amounting in the aggre­ 
gate to 18 per cent thereof; that, 
. notwithstanding the apparent con- 
^^formlty with ail the provisions of 
the acts of congress relating to the 
increase of stock, in point of fact at 
least one-third of the amount of 
such increased stock was subscribed 
lo r by the officers of the bank, who 
subsequently issued 
certificates to 
themselves therefor, without paying 
anything for the same; that this was 
accomplished in the following way 
and manner, as stated in the answer 
as amended, that is to say: 
**By fictitious and false entries 
entered in the bank books and rec­ 
ords they made a showing of an ap ­ 
parent surplus in the bank’s assets 
lor 
division among themselves as 
holders of the original capital stock, 
and went through the form of de 
d a r in g 
a 
dividend therefrom 
to 
themselves, and returning the same 
to the bank as an alleged payment 
for their shares of the increased 
ito ck , whereas no money passed, 
the whole transaction was a mere 
aham^ there was no surplus, 
the 
. bank being then insolvent, and all 


of which was done with the fraudu­ 
lent purpose on the part of said of 
ficers of appropriating to themselves 
a part of the increased stock with 
out any payment thereof. 
All of 
which was done without the knowl­ 
edge or consent of any of the d e­ 
fendants, none of them having any 
knowledge 
thereof until after the 
making of the assessment sued on. ” 
It is further alleged in the answer 
that no profits were made by the 
batik 
after 
the 
defendants 
sub 
scribed for the increased stock, and 
that the dividends which they re­ 
ceived, as stated, were paid to them 
out of the capital which they had 
paid in; that the 
officers of the 
bank falsely and fraudulently rep­ 
resented to the defendants at the 
time of taking their subscriptions 
and receiving their money that the 
bank was solvent; that the increase 
had been lawfully made and that 
the same had been fully paid in; 
that these statements were false and 
known to be false by the officers of 
the bank when making them; that 
the defendants made their subscrip- 
opinion \ 
paid ia the amount there­ 
of, 
and looK their certificates in 
implicit reliance upon such state­ 
ments; that the defendants had no 
knowledge of the falsity thereof, or 
of the false entries made as afore 
said, 
the increase of stock untiP after the 
comptroller of the currency made 
the assessment against the stock­ 
holders on April 13, 1895, 
and by 
the exercise of ordinary care could 
not have discovered or known the 
truth; that immediately on d iscov­ 
ering the tacts, after the assessment 
was made against them, 
they ten- 
dci^d to the plaintiff the amount 
received by them as dividends as 
aforesaid and offered to deliver up 
their stock to him also. 
To this answer a demurrer is in­ 
terposed. 
The defendants’ counsel do not 
rely upon the false representations 
as such of the officers of the bank, 
as a defense, 
but, in 
argument, 
contend solely that the increase-"*^i| 
capital was void beca. use the wb # 
amount of such increase was n o t , 
good faith paid in, 
and that dV 
fendants are entitled to invoke such 
fact as a defense to this 
action 
against them. 
The only question for considera­ 
tion, therefore, is whether or not 
the alleged fraudulent action of the 
of^cers of the bank in figuring out 
an apparent surplus entitling them 
as holders of the original stock to a 
dividend 
and 
appropriating 
the 
same to themselves and using it in 
paying up their quota of the in ­ 
creased stock rendered invalid and 
void the entire increase. 
The national banking law, rec- 
tion 5142, revised statutes, 
1878, 
and 
the 
amendment of 
M ay 
i, 
1886, 
24 stat. 18, provide, in ef­ 
fect, that three facts must concur to 
constitute a valid increase of the 
capital stock of a national banking 
association. 
ist. 
A vote of shareholders o w n ­ 
ing at least two-thirds of the origi­ 
nal capital. 
2d. 
The whole amount of the 
increase must be paid in. 
3rd. 
The comptroller of the cu r­ 
rency by his certificate specifying 
the amount 
of inci;ease 
of 
such 
capital, muft approve thereof and 
certify to the fact of its payment. 
T he pleadings in this case show 
the requisite vote of shareholders 
and the requisite certificate of the 
comptroller. 
The 
case 
shows, by fair infer­ 
ence from 
the facts 
pleaded and 
law necessarily applicable thereto, 
that the bank, by and through its 
proper officers, 
advised the com p­ 
troller, 
among 
other things, that 
the increased capital had been duly 
paid in. 
Acting upon 
this 
advice 
and 
other such informatipn as to him 
seemed requisite, 
the comptroller 
approved the increase and made the 
necessary 
certificate, 
that 
the 
amount 
of the increase had been 
duly paid in, as part of the capital 
of the banking association. 
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case, I would hold 
that the action 
of the comptroller, as last stated, is 
conclusive of the question of fact 
certified by him, and that the d e ­ 
fendants are not at liberty, 
in this 
collateral proceeding, to open the 
same^ 
The comptrdUer occupied a 
position r/uasi / udicia/ in its charac­ 
ter. 
His finding and certification 
of the fact now in question was an 
exercise of the judicial function and 
ought not to be disturbed except 
upon some appropriate proceeding 
direct to that end. 
In the case of Casey vs. Galli, 94 
U. S. 673, the receiver of a nation­ 
al 
banking 
association sought to 
recover 
from 
a 
stockholder 
the 
amount of an assessment duly made 
by the comptroller, the stockholder, 
amongst other defenses, set up the 
fact that the banking association 
was created under the provisions of 
the national banking law, permitting 
a state bank to be converted into a 
national bank, and that two thirds 
of the capital stock never authoriz­ 
ed the conversion and never accept­ 
ed the organization certificate, as 
required by the act of congress, as 
conditions precedent to such 
co n ­ 
version. 
Sec. 13 of the act pro­ 
vides that 
when 
the 
comptroller 
shall give to such association a cer 
, 
tificate under his hand and official 
or 
of 
the alleged illegality of 
j seal that the provisions of the act 
:rcase of stock unti* 
after the have been complied with and that 
it is authorized to con#toence the 
business of banking under it, the 
association shall be deemed to be a 
national 
banking association, 
the 
same 
as 
if 
ongiually 
organized 
under the act. 
The supreme court, in passing on 
the rase, says: 
“ The plea denies the regularity 
of the proceedings in the single par­ 
ticular that 
the 
owners 
of 
two- 
thirds of the capital stock of the 
bank did not authorize the d irec­ 
tors of said bank to convert it into 
a national banking association nor 
to accept an organization certificate 
as such banking association. ” 
After alluding then to the admis­ 
sion contained in the pleadings that 


other special tribunals upon matters 
within their exclusive jurisdiction, 
unassailable except by a direct pro­ 
ceeding for its correction or amend­ 
ment. ” 
T o the same effect also are the 
cases of Barden vs. Northern P a ­ 
cific R. R. Co. 154, U . S. 288 and 
U. S. vs. Winona & St. Peter R. R 
Co. , 67 Fed. 948. 
Applying the 
principles of the 
foregoing cases it seems to me clear 
that the action of the comptroller 
of 
the 
currency 
in 
certifying 
that the whole amount of the in­ 
crease of stock had been paid in, 
with his approval of the increase, 
so partakes of the judicial charac­ 
ter that it cannot be assailed in this 
proceeding. 
In reaching this conclusion, it 
must be borne in mind that the par­ 
ticular matter which, by the answer 
is relied upon as a defense, is, by 
the act of congrers, 
pointedly re­ 
ferred to the comptroller for his 
finding and certification. 
If, therefore, the finding of any 
executive officer of the government, 
in any case, is to be treated as con- 
clufiive (except as against direct at­ 
tack) it seems to me his finding and 
certificate of this fact ought to be. 
The important and divers busi­ 
ness interests of a bank, 
and the 
welfare of stockholders and cred ­ 
itors demard, 
in my opinion, that 
a matter of fact so affecting each 
and ail of these features, as the 
stockholders’ relations to the bank 
and their liability to its creditors, 
should be fixed, 
clearly and defi­ 
nitely, by some decisive authority, 
and this is what I think congress 
undertook to do, in requiring the 
comptroller of the currency to find 
and certify to the fact in question, 
and as a result thereof to give his 
approval to the. increase. 
The foregoing is decisive of the 
demurrer in this case, but as other 
important and grave questions have 
been argued by counsel I will briefly 
advert to them.

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If there was 
nothing else in this 
U ndepweap 
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the 
comptroller’s 
certificate 
duly made, the court says: 
“ The plea proposes to go behind 
the certificate 
and 
contradict it. 
This cannot be done. 
The com p­ 
troller was clothed with the juris­ 
diction to decide as to the com 
pleteness of the organization, and his 
certificate is conclusive upon the 
subject 
for 
all purposes 
of this 
litigation. 
It has the same effect, 
and for the same reason, as his 
determination 
and order with re 
spect to the amount to be collected 
from such stockholders in the event 
of the failure of the association. 
No question can be raised in this 
collateral way as to either. 
“ In Thatcher vs. 
the W. River 
National bank, 19 Mich. 196, it is 
held 
‘that 
whether 
there 
was 
any defect in the process of organ 
ization, 
was 
a 
question 
tor the 
comptroller to decide and that his 
certificate of compliance with the 
requirements of the act of congress, 
removes any objection which might 
otherwise have been made to the 
evidence upon which he acted. ’ 
In 
this we concur. ’* 
The case of Smelting Company 
vs. Kemp, 104 U S. 636, is a lead­ 
ing case 
of the conclusiveness of 
the findings of executive officers of 
the government upon matters, re­ 
ferable by the law to them. 
In 
the 
opinion 
in 
the 
last 
mentioned case 
it 
is said: 
“ In 
that respect they (officers of one of 
the executive departments) exercise 
a judicial funqtion, and, therefore, 
it has been held in various instances 
by this court, that their judgment 
as to matters of fact, 
properly de 
terminable by them, is conclusive 
when brought to notice in a col 
lateral 
proceeding. 
Their 
judg 
ment in such cases is, like that of 
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show that 
the 
defendants received 
their certificates of stock and be­ 
came ostensible shareholders prior 
to 
October 25, 
1890. 
From and 
after that date, at the latest, the bank 
was held out to the world as pos­ 
sessing a capital of #250, 000, and 
these defendants allowed themselves 
to be held out as shareholders of 
the bank and, under the law, as lia­ 
ble to creditors to the extent of the 
amount of stock held by them. 
It is a matter of common knowl­ 
edge and goes without saying that 
the double liability of shareholders 
in national banks is relied upon by 
creditors as security for their debts. 
Relying upon this security, depos­ 
itors trusted the bank, and it be 
came indebted to divers persons in 
such large amounts that at least 75 
per cent of the capital stock (be­ 
sides all the other assets of the 
bank) is required to pay them. 
The ostensible relation of the de­ 
fendants to the bank and its credit­ 
ors was, for five years, that of share 
holders. 
By their conduct they infiuenced 
persons to their injury; they ought, 
therefore, 
unless some controlling 
principle of law is violated, 
to be 
held to the liability, to which they 
have apparently been subject. 
But it IS said that they are not 
bound because they did not know 
the facts relied upon now as a d e ­ 
fense until the failure of the bank, 
and after the assessment was made 
by the comptrollers against them, 
and because they could not, by rea­ 
son of the fraudulent conduct of the 
officers of the bank, by the exercise 
of ordinary care, have ascertained 
such facts sooner. 
I do not think they can be heard 
to excuse themselves in this way. 
They ought to have been more dili-

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gent in ascertaining and knowing 
the facts. They had enjoyed all the 
privileges of stockholders in corpo­ 
rations of this state, including the 
full right of personal examination 
and inspection of books, papers and 
documents. 
They 
admit 
that they did, 
in 
fact, discover the truth after they 
were 
called 
upon 
to respond to 
their apparent liability. 
This admission 
shows 
that the 
discovery 
was not only possible, 
but that when their financial inter­ 
ests required 
attention 
they were 
able 
to discover, the 
facts of the 
case. 
In my opinion they ought to have 
seriously 
considered 
this 
subject 
when the financial interests of the 
bank’s creditors required attention. 
In the case of Upton, assignee, 
vs. Tribdcock, 91 U. S. , 45, it is 
said: 
“ T he principle laid down in the 
charge of the judge, that one who 
claims to have been drawn into a 
fraudulent purchase must exercise 
care and vigilance to discover the 
fraud, and must be prompt in repu­ 
diating his contract on the ground 
of such fraud i!s a sound one. ” 
“ A party must use reasonable 
diligence to 
ascertain the facts. ”

“ Parties 
who 
are shareholders 
and 
claim 
to be relieved on the 
ground of fraud must act with the 
utmost 
diligence 
and 
prompti- 
tuoe. ”

We have, with­ 
out money and without price, done 
what we thought would be most 
effective in the interest of SedaFa,

A Possible Ex p lanation of the Origin 
of Ghosts. 
W e know th a t in different indi­ 
viduals ideas 
vary much in their 
clearness and in the decree to which 
they ap p roach sensations. 
In the 
sam e individual they occasionally as­ 
sume a for rn which is to him alm ost 
like a glimp se into a new world of 
ex p erience. 
My own visual ideas, 
for ex amp le, are very vague and dim, 
and I shall never forget the two or 
three occasions in my life when they 
have 
for 
awhile been 
vivid and 
brightly colored, som ew hat as my 
visual sensations are. 
A nd occa­ 
sionally we m eet with ex p eriences 
which are certainly originated large­ 
ly or entirely from within and m ust 
be classed as ideas and y et resemble 
sensations so closely th a t they can 
be discrim inated 
from 
them only 
up on reflection. 
These are w hat we 
term illusions and 
hallucinations; 
the other ty p es, which we never 
, mistake for realities, although they 
. resemble sensations so closely , are 
I term ed p seudo-hallucinations. 
By 
I the level or grade of a m ental sta te 
I mean the degree to which it ap - 
p i ox imates 
th a t fullest and m ost 
p erfect form of being which we find 
in the sense-imp ression, and by de­ 
velop m ent I mean the p rocess of be­ 
coming more like the sense-im p res­ 
sion. 
W hat can 
cause 
develop m ent? 
Well, in the first p lace, it can be 
caused in some individuals by con­ 
centration of attention. 
Most of my 
readers have heard the story of the 
p ain ter who said he could a t any 
time see again a sitte r by looking a t 
the chair in which he had once sat. 
I have m et m any 
such p ersons. 
Sometimes the p rocess is slow and 
its several stages can be traced. 
Miss Z----- , for ex amp le, after fix ing 
her thoughts up on the image of a 
friend, sees a shadow ap p ear before 
her which gradually assum es color, 
consistence, 
solidity , 
reality , 
and 
finally becomes the living ima^e of 
the friend. 
B ut with the least dis­ 
traction it vanishes 
like a soao 
bubble. 
In oth er cases the p rocess 
is instantaneously comp leted. 
Rev. 
Mr. I* 
can a t any tim e by an act 
of will create an image of a friend, 
and after doing so finds it hard to 
lay the ghost which he has himself 
laised. 
Images voluntarily e x te r­ 
nalized nearly alway s seem subject to 
curious limitations. 
Often it is p os­ 
sible to ex ternalize p ersons only , or 
only certain p ersons, or only in de­ 
finite 
attitudes. 
The 
ap p arition 
rarely ap p ears p ossessed of inde­ 
p endent life, it seldom moves sp on­ 
taneously , and is features reflect no 
p lay of thought; it also ofteii disap ­ 
p ears 
up on being 
touched. 
All 
these are common traits of ghosts 
and the identity goes to show their 
common o rig in .—Prof. W. R. New- 
bold, in A p p ietons’ Pop ular Science 
Monthly .

A general imp ression p revails th at 
m ining is the m ost hazardous of all 
occup ations, but an ex am ination of 
statistics relating to the m a tte r in 
the U nited S tates shows th a t rail­ 
roading is in reality three tim es as 
dangerous as coal-mining. The num ­ 
ber of p eop le emp loy ed by railroads 
in the U nited S tates in 18 9 5, accord- 
iiig to the rep o rt of the in te rsta te 
commerce commission, was 7 8 5,034, 
including officials, clerks and tele^ 
grap h op erators. 
Of this num ber 
1,8 11 were killed and 25,69 0 injured 
during the y ear. 
It, therefore, fol­ 
lows th a t one emp loy e was killed for 
each 433 emp loy ed, and one emp loy e 
injured for every 31 emp loy ed. 
If 
only the men actually emp loy ed on 
the train s be considered, known as 
the train hands, including engineers, 
conductors, brakem en and others, 
which are 
com p arable 
w ith 
the 
actual miner, 
one 
emp loy e 
was 
killed for each 155 in the "service, 
and one injured for each 11 in the 
service.

sp ectors’ statistics of Pennsy lvania 
for 18 9 5 rep o rt 143,610 
emp loy es. 
The fatalities num bered 422, and the 
num ber injured 1,120. These figures 
show th a t there was one p erson 
killed for every 340 emp loy ed, and 
one injured for every 128 emp loy es. 
In the bitum inous fields of this sta te 
there were 8 4,9 04 p ersons em p loy ed. 
The fatalities num ber 155 and the in­ 
jured 419 , or one p erson killed for 
each 548 emp loy es, and one injured 
for each 203 emp loy es. 
Com bining 
these figures, it will be seen th a t 
one m iner lost his life for each 410 
emp loy ed, and one p erson was in­ 
jured for each 148 .

The p ower of the sup reme 
court, ex cep t as hereinafter p rovided, and 
of the courts of ap p eals, to issue original 
remedial writs, shall be confined to cases ly ­ 
ing within the ap p ellate jurisdiction of said 
courts. 
Sec. 2. The meaning of the terms used in 
section 12, article 6, of the constitution, are 
hereby defined as follows: 
Iiy amount in disp ute is m eant the money 
value of the real disp ute at the date of the 
judgment ap p ealed- from, and the courts 
shall look into the entire record for the 
p urp ose of ascertaining such value. 
Cases involving the construction of the 
constitution of the United States or of this 
state, or the validity of a treaty or statute 
of the United States, fire those cases only 
where th a t p oint has been raised in good 
faith by some p it ading or instruction in the 
trial court. 
Cases involving the construction of the 
revenue laws 01 this state are cases only 
wherein either p arty in the trial court 
claims some right under a construction of 
such laws, which construction his adversary 
denies to be the true construction by some 
p it ading or instruction. 
The title to any office under this state 
means on ly the title of an officer whose duties 
are co ex tensive with the state, or who is re­ 
quired by law to be commissioned by the 
governor; and no one is a state officer who 
dees not answer this descrip tion. 
A county or oilier p olitical subdivision of a 
state includes only counties, and cities ex er­ 
cising the functions of a county , but no minor 
subdivision. 
Oases involving title to real estate are cases 
only wherein the decree of judgm ent ren­ 
dered affects directly the title of the ap p el­ 
lant to certain real estate, and actions of 
ejectment. 
When either p arty to an ap p eal claims th at 
a question has been fairly raised up on the 
record in the trial court, by whiea the juris­ 
diction of an ap p eal therein is vested in the 
sup reme court, or th a t the amount involved, 
or status, of any litigant gives to the su­ 
p reme court ap p ellate jurisdiction, he may , 
before the case is submitted on final hearing 
in the court of ap p eals, but not thereafter, 
tile a motion to have said cause transferred 
to the sup reme court, and if any judge of 
said court of ap p eals shall be of op inion th a t 
such motion is well founded, anu shall file 
his written statem ent to th a t effect in the 
cause, the court shall at once transfer the 
records to the sup reme court. The courts of 
ap p eals may also of their own motion, on 
becoming satisfied th a t the sup reme court has 
jurisdiction of any cause p ending before said 
court, df ap p eals, order th a t the same be 
transferred to the sup reme court, a t any 
time before filing an op inion on the merits 
therein. When the record is thus transfer­ 
red to the sup reme court for either of the 
reasons above stated, th at court shall at 
once insp ect the same, for the p urp ose of de­ 
termining its own jurisdiction, and either 
retain or remand the cause according to its 
finding of such fact. If the cause is not 
t ansferred to the sup reme court in either of 
l ie manners hereinabove p rovided, the de- 
msion of the court of ap p eals shall be con- 
c’usive as to its own jurisdiction in th t p ar­ 
ticular case. 
Sec 3. The sup reme court shall haVe su­ 
p erintending control over the courts of ap ­
